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FUTURE EXHIBITIONS. 

The Art Institute, of Chicago, 111., opened its eighteenth annual exhi- 
bition on the 20th of this month and will remain open until the 26th of 
November. 

The Carnegie Institute, Pittsburg, Pa., will open its annual exhi- 
bition on the 2nd of November, to close on the 1st of January, 1906. The 
jury of selection met in Pittsburg on the 12th of this month, and it is 
reported that the standard of the exhibition will in no wise fall below 
any previous year. Three medals, gold, silver and bronze, carrying 
awards of $1,500, $1,000 and $500, respectively, will be allotted. 

The Art Club of Philadelphia opens its seventeenth annual exhi- 
bition on the 20th of November. Entries must be made before October 
28th, and exhibits will be received between the 8th and 10th of November. 
Entry blanks may be obtained from the Secretary, 220 South Broad 
street, Philadelphia, Pa. Two gold medals will be awarded, while the 
Club has a fund for the purchase of paintings from this exhibition. 

The New York Water Color Club holds its sixteenth annual exhi- 
bition from the nth of November until the 3d of December. Artists must 
send their pictures to the gallery at 215 West 57th street on October 30th 
and 31st. A prize of $200 has been offered by Mr. Wm. R. Beal. 

The Boston Art Club will hold its autumn exhibition from November 
17th to December 2nd. The exhibition is limited to the works of artist 
members of the Club. 

The National Academy of Design holds its eighty-first annual exhi- 
bition at the Fine Arts Building in 57th street from December 22nd until 
January 20th, 1906. Exhibits will be received on December 4-6. In- 
formation may be obtained and blanks be had by applying to the Secre- 
tary, H.-W. Watrous, at 215 West 57th street, New York. 



Mrs. J. Montgomery Sears has loaned her collection of paintings to 
the Museum of Fine Arts of Boston. They include George Fuller's cele- 
brated "Winifred Dysart," his best work, finished a short time before 
his death; Abbott Thayer's lovely group entitled "Madonna Enthroned"; 
a "Mother and Child," by George DeForest Brush ; a flower piece by Ab- 
bott Thayer; three works by Antonio Mancini, a "Roman Peasant Girl," 
a "Young Boy in Studio," and a "Girl Model ;" two cabinet-size paintings 
by James A. McNeil Whistler, a "Marine" and "Chelsea Houses" ; the 
portraits of Mrs. Sears and of Miss Helen Sears by John S. Sargent. 



Plans have been filed for the projected north annex of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum in Central Park, with a front on Fifth avenue of 141 feet 
and going back for 184 feet. The, facade will carry along the lines of 
the present front. The space in the two upper floors will be utilized for 
exhibits, while the basement will afford room for lecture halls. Two 
years are allotted for the completion of this new wing, after which a 
duplicate wing will be built on the south side of the present Museum. 
When both these extensions are completed the Museum will surpass 
all others in point of space for exhibits. Donations of entire collections 
to fill the new spaces are already talked of.

The official catalogue of the Department of Fine Arts -of the Lewis 
and Clark Exposition, Portland, Oregon, has been received. There are 
listed over 600 oil paintings, over 400 water colors, miniaturies, draw- 
ings, etc., and about 100 bronzes. The collection was brought together by 
invitation, without a jury of selection. Almost all the schools, ancient 
and modern, are represented. It is, however, surprising that in this exhibit 
the claims of Western artists have not been recognized. The catalogue 
titles indicate that a good exhibition of art has been given. 
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Mr. Charles L. Freer, who it will be remembered offered last winter 
to give his entire art collection to the nation through the Smithsonian 
Institution, which offer has not yet been accepted, has recently presented 
to the Detroit Art Museum four hundred prints and paintings by the dis- 
tinguished Dutch etcher Storm van s'Gravesande. This museum has here- 
tofore had no print division, but the hope is to establish such a depart- 
ment with these works as a nucleus. 



Villegas is painting, in Madrid, a picture for Mr. Charles M. Schwab, 
of New York, which has recently attracted the personal attention of the 
King of Spain. It is called "From Peace's Caress Arises Abundance/' 
and represents allegorically the present era in America. Peace is seen 
stooping to salute a woman draped in the American flag, while figures 
typifying "Industry," "Trade" and "Agriculture" form a prominent part 
of the composition. It is a large canvas, and is reported to have cost Mr: 
Schwab $40,000. It was Villegas who painted the sumptuous bridal pro- 
cession of the Doge Foscari, loaned by Mrs. Larz Anderson for a consider- 
able length of time to the Corcoran Gallery, and displayed in the loan col- 
lection of that institution last winter. 



Nearly a dozen aged and infirm artists of this city, and their wives, are 
in destitute circumstances. The artists are well known in their profes- 
sion, the practice of which they are no longer able to continue. A sub- 
scription is now being raised by the Artists' Fund Society and the Artists' 
Aid Society, both establishel for benevolent purposes, to have these 
superannuated artists and their wives admitted to homes where they may 
pass the remaining days of their lives in some degree of peace and com- 
fort. 

A fund of $150,000 is being raised by these two societies, the income of 
which will be used to place superannuated painters, sculptors and other 
artists and their wives in suitable homes. Later, it is the purpose of the 
National Sculpture Society to increase the fund to $250,000, and build a 
home exclusively for artists. A number of subscriptons have been re- 
ceived recently, but the present need is said to be urgent. Moreover, in 
the near future, other artists will have to be provided with homes. 

For many years the Artists' Fund Society and the Artists' Aid Society 
have relieved individual cases of distress among members of the artistic 
professions. They have given this relief in such a manner that the re- 
cipient was not humiliated or pauperized, and the acts of benevolence were 
performed through small committees, who alone knew the names of those 
to whom assistance was given. 

Through lack of funds, up to the present time, the two societies have 
rarely attempted to provide anything beyond temporary relief in cases 
of illness or similar misfortune. Often, however, there are brought to 
their notice urgent cases which require permanent assistance, as, for ex- 
ample, when an artist becomes unable, through any cause, to continue the 
practice of his profession. In such situations the only satisfactory aid to 
be given is admission to some home. Two artists of this city, well known 
in their profession, were recently sent to a home by these societies. 

A board of trustees, appointed by the societies, comprises Robert W. 
de Forest, president; William F. Havemeyer, Roswell M. Shurtleff, 
Bleecker N. Mitchell, Frank D. Millet and Harry W. Watrous. An 
earnest appeal is made for subscriptions. Checks may be sent to any one 
of the trustees, and should be made payable to Bleecker N. Mitchell, 
treasurer, No. 142 East 38th street.
